Safety in Illinois 
UDGED by newspaper reports of present day life in 
Chicago, joining “Illinois” and “safety” would seem to 
be compounding a cynical contradiction. If we accept cur- 
rent stories at their face value, we would get the idea that 
citizens of Chicago spend most of their time flying through 
the air in very small pieces as a result of mingling carelessly 
with live bombs. One of our cynical contemporarjes even 
revised the national anthem for Illinois use, somewhat as 
follows :— 

By the dynamite’s glare and bombs bursting in air, 

We know that Mayor Thompson is still ruling there. 
However exciting life may be in Chicago at the 
moment, Illinois has made a safety record of which the 
whole state may well be proud. This record is a 7 per 
cent. reduction in motor fatalities for 1927 under the 1926 
mark. In 1926 Illinois had 1,776 motor fatalities. During 
1927 the total of fatal accidents throughout the state was 
1,647. This gratifying decrease was made in the face of an 


8 per cent. increase for the country as a whole and also} 


despite the fact that Illinois had 10 per cent. more vehicles 
operating in 1927 than were in commission in 1926. This 
record simply demonstrates what can be done by education | 
and hard work. 
Hf Illinois can achieve a record like this one, it is 

possible for every other state in the Union to do so. And 

if every state were making the same progress our safety 

problem would be quickly solved. 


Superc harging 


-, THIS restless industry of ours, with its constant iia 

ing for improvement, its eternal experiment and devel- 
opment, one of the questions most frequently asked is, “What 
is going to be the next big advance in engine design?” 

At the present moment we are assimilating, so to speak, 
an engine development in the shape of the higher compres- 
sion heads, which have been made possible by the doped 
fuels which have now achieved general distribution. Higher 
compression ratios obviously make for greater efficiency. 

What will come next? Some engineers hold that 
supercharging is the most likely development. The value 
of this practice has been proved in racing, but it has not 
yet been adopted in passenger vehicle design. | 

Louis Schwitycr of the Society of Automotive En-| 
gineers, who has devoted much attention to supercharging, | 
believes that superchargers are now entirely practical for 
all classes of motor vehicles. With superchargers installed, | 
Mr. Schwitzer says that much smaller engines could be used, 
as the supercharger pressure will take care of the higher | 
velocity and distribution of the mixture charge at the higher 
engine speeds when excess power is required. Ninety per! 
cent. of the driving in this country is done At speeds under 
thirty-five miles per: hour, vet a great deal of weight is| 
added to the engine to give the performance demanded only 
10 per cent. of the time, when higher speeds are being used. 
This weight could be eliminated by supercharging, Mr. | 
Schwitzer holds.

ternal appearance and is char- 
acterized by long, low lines, a 
high, narrow radiator shell, and 
wide sweeping full crowned fend- 
ers, and is offered in five distinc- 
tive color variations with three 
combinations of upholstery to 
match. 

The bodies of this new line of 





cars have a custom built effect, | 
featuring a full rounded upper back, | 
curved roof sides, large nickeled | 
bullet headlights with side lights in 
brackets at the cowl. A heavy | 
nickeled band is used at the front | 
of the cowl extending from fender 
to fender. . 

Interiors are roomy and lighted 
by a center dome light and two 
auxiliary lights in the rear cor- 
ners. An automatic door switch 
provides a foot light when rear 
doors are opened. The hardware 
is an attractive pattern of dull sil- 
ver. Toggle grips at either side 
are furnished, while the padded 
arm rests on each side of the rear 
seat provide comfort for the oc- 
cupants. Concealed pockets are 
provided in the rear doors. 

The instruments on the dash panel 
are conveniently located with the 
Spark and throttle in the center of 
the wheel. An extension arm pro- 
vides means fer dimming the head- 

lights without removing a hand from 
the steering wheel. The horn but- 
ton also is on this extension arm, 
with the horn located in front of 
the radiator at the lower left. The 
large, flat nickeled radiator cap, 
characteristic of other Stearns- 
Knight models, is employed. 


ENGINE DETAILS 

The six-cylinder Knight sleeve 
valve engine, rated at 27.34 horse 
power, developing 70 horse power 
at its point of maximum efficiency, 
is used. Cylinder bore is 3% 
inches and stroke is 4% inches, 
giving a piston displacement of 
255 cubic inches. The compression 
ratio of 20 per cent. places this 
power plant in the range of high 
compression power plants securing 
maximum efficiency from all 
grades of fuel. 

The conventional form of eccen- 
tric shaft, used in the Knight 
sleeve valve engine to drive the 
connecting rods which operate the 
sliding sleeves, is employed and 
the eccentric shaft operates in 
seven bearings to secure maximum 
rigidity and alignment. 

A seven bearing crank shaft is 
used, the diameter of the crank 
shaft bearings being 2': inches. The 
center bearing acts as the thrust 
bearing and the bearing material 
is bronze backed with babbit lining. 
The crank shaft is drilled to con- 
form to the requirements of force 
feed lubrication. 

LUBRICATION 

A full pressure lubrication system 
is furnished with oil forced under 
pressure to the main bearings, gon- 
necting rod bearings, wrist pin, cam 
shaft and timing gears. Sleeves 
and pistons are lubricated by spray. 
An oil rectifier is furnished. 


COOLING SYSTEM 


Cooling system is the conventional 
pump driving type, the capacity of 
the cooling system being 5% gallons. 


CARBURETION 


A Tillotson carburetor of the 
pump well type with an economizer 
needlesis standard equipment, and 
fuel feed is through a Stewart War- 
ner vacuum tank with gasoline tank 
located at the rear.

“In Mr. Mills’ statement, charg- 
ing the automotive industry. dnd 
dealers with carrying on intensive 
propaganda,” said Mr. Chapin, the 
has either failed to familiafize 
| himself with the position of 
industry or he has ignored it. It 
is true that the manufacturers 
believe that this tax should be 
repealed, but it is not true that 
it is the one tax which they be- 
lieve affects their own interests.” 
He pointed out that the industry’s 
plea has been based primarily on 
the question of fairness, adding that 
“we would ignore the excise taxes 
which we pass on to the consumer 
|and would ask for relief first from 
the corporation tax which we pay.” 

Mr. Chapin told the committee 
that recently he sought to ascertain 
the attitude of the railroad interests, 
wiring to the presidents of the lead- 
ing roads of the country. 

“Unanimously, they have advised 

me,” he continued, “that they haye 
no objection to the removal of. our 
tax and in twelve instances said 
they believed it should be repealed. 
The attitude of the railroad presi- 


dents is the more interesting be- 
j}cause it reflects the viewpoint of 
transportation men interested in 


providing the public with eager 
transportation at low cost. 

“Yet, while Congress repealed the 
tax on the use of the railroads’ 
transportation shortly after the 
close of the war, the tax still re- 
mains on highway transport.” 

He asserted that Mr. Mills has 
ignored the fact that motor vehicle 
owners are today paying about $700,- 
000,000 in special and personal prop- 
erty taxes to the states and munic- 
ipalities exclusive of the war ex- 
cise taxes. 

“This sum is more 
to meet the current 
highway improvements,” he addéd, 
“yet everybody receives a return 
from highway improvement.” 

Mr. Chapin called attention to the 
fact. that thus far the Federal gov- 
ernment has spent less than $600,- 
000,000 for Federal highway aid 
while having collected in war excise 
taxes alone more than $1,000,000,- 
000 from motor vehicle owners. 

“In our effort to provide modern 
transportation to the American 
public at low cost, we have gone far 
afield to search out new methods‘in 
production and operation. 

“Inevitably we come to some 
barriers which we alone cannot 
break down. One of these is the 
discriminatory motor excise tax 
which no longer has any jurisdic- 
tion other than it is easy to collect. 
We ask you to repeal it, not for 
our relief, but for the relief of the 
men and women who buy motor 
vehicles which we sell, and whe 
will receive the full amount of the 
reduction.” 

The motor bus being a public 
utility should not be handicapped 
by, heavy governmental penalties 
when other transportation agen- 
cies are encouraged, said Mr. Mc- 
Callum in an address to the com- 
mittee. Mr. McCallum stressed 
| briefly the following points in sup- 
; port of his plea for repeal of the 
excise tax. 

1. That when it was levied in 
1917 bus transportation was 
either by revamped ‘motor trucks 
or , enlarged passenger cars. 

Today it is possible to reach 
every part of the country by 
motor bus and 44,500 units oper- 
ate over 263,000 miles of route on 
regular and frequent schedules, 
in addition to 36,000 other busés 
used by schools.

Mr. McCullum also pointed out 
that the railroads and pipe line 
carriers were relieved of all emer- 
gency wartime taxes in 1922.
